9:30 a.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing published in the Reno Gazette-Journal on October 11, 1996, to
consi der second readi ng and adoption of Bill No. 1142. Proof was made that due and | egal Notice had been given.

Howar d Reynol ds, Assistant County Manager, explained that the proposed ordi nance provides for a formof overtinme for unclassified
managenent; that it changes the tine reporting requirements froma daily basis to a weekly basis for the confidential and
managenent group; and that it discontinues the practice of counting vacation, sick |eave and holidays as hours worked for the

pur poses of conputing overtine. M. Reynolds stated that at the first reading of the ordinance, the Board had been presented with
a letter fromfour enployees of the Clerk's Ofice objecting to the change and a request by themto respond to their concerns. He
then reviewed his response contained in a nmenmorandum dated October 10, 1996 stating that he conceded that the enployees do have a
point with respect to being treated differently than those represented by the Washoe County Enpl oyees Association (WCEA); that he
is not opposed to the Board not adopting the ordinance in which case, the entire ordi nance woul d be redrafted to exclude those

i ndi vi dual s who are confidential and who presently receive tine-and-one-half for overtinme. M. Reynolds then advised that he



intends to discuss this issue with the WCEA during negoti ati ons.

Chai rman Bradhurst opened the public hearing and called on those w shing to speak

Sharon Gotchy, an enployee of the Clerk's Ofice and representing the four Deputy County Clerks classified as confidential

t hanked M. Reynolds and the Board for their reconsideration of the ordi nance and responded to questions raised by Comr ssioner
Sims concerning this issue.

A RESOLUTI ON TO ADOPT FI NANCI AL POLI Cl ES AND PROCEDURES



WHEREAS, Washoe County is responsible to the County's citizens to carefully account for all public funds, to manage County
finances wisely, and to plan for the adequate funding of services desired by the public, including the provision and nai nt enance
of County buildings and facilities, and

WHEREAS, The citizens of Washoe County wish to maintain, preserve, and enhance the County's fiscal strength and its sound
financi al practices, and, WHEREAS, Long-range financial planning is necessary to inplenent the County's |ong-term goals as
expressed in the Conprehensive Plan, and the Strategic Plan, and

WHEREAS, Expenditures should be planned to provide pre-determned |l evels of service to the comunity, and

WHEREAS, The County shall maintain sufficient reserves to ensure the County is in a position to respond to changes in the econony
or new service chall enges without an undue amount of financial stress, and

WHEREAS, The financial policies recognize that the County can only be econonmically strong if financial planning is an explicit
part of the decision-naking process for all County issues.

NOW THEREFORE, BE | T RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COWM SSI ONERS OF THE COUNTY OF WASHOE | N THE STATE OF NEVADA
Section |I. That the followi ng are the financial policies and procedures for Washoe County:

1. Departnents are not to exceed their individual overall budgets. The District Attorney has issued an opinion that it is a
violation of State Statute for a department to overexpend its budget.

2. Wthin the resources of the total departnental budget, a departnent may overexpend sub-accounts with the exception of their
travel account which is subject to specific line itemapproval by the Board of County Comr ssioners.

3. Capital Qutlay items with an individual itemvalue in excess of $3,000 or a conbined purchase order value in excess of $5, 000
may not be requisitioned if the specific Capital Qutlay itens have not been approved by the Board of County Commi ssioners as part
of the budget or in a subsequent agenda action. The Equi pnent Services Fund nay purchase Capital OQutlay itenms for najor repairs
wi t hout the specific approval of the Board of County Commi ssioners if adequate funds and expenditure authority is avail able.

3a. Prior to processing purchase orders, the Purchasing Departnent will verify that the appropriate signatures are affixed
attesting that:

Al'l purchases, |eases or other acquisitions of conputers, printers, scantrons, software or related equi pmrent have been submitted
to the MS Departnment and an acknow edgnent received as to conpatibility to the County network and availability of appropriate
connections and facilities.

Al |l purchases, |eases or other acquisitions of vehicles and other rolling stock have been approved by the Equi pnent Services
Di vi si on.

Al l purchases, |eases or other acquisitions of comunications equi pnent have been approved by the Tel econmuni cati ons Divi sion.

Al'l purchases, |eases or other acquisitions of materials for the repair, nodification or renodel of County buil dings have been
approved by the Building and Grounds Division

Al County printing services requests have been submitted to the Reprographics Unit for estimate. Services available from
Reprographi cs at a conparable cost, quality and within the required time frame will be done by Reprographics.

Al'l requests for |eased office space have been approved by General Services.



All architectural, interior and space planni ng design has been reviewed by the Architectural Division of General Services.
The Fi nance Division has reviewed and verified budget approval and availability of adequate appropriation authority.

4. For purposes of fixed assets classification, a fixed asset is a capital itemvalued at $3,000 or nore. High risk itenms val ued
at less than $3,000, will be accounted for in a special account and, though not capitalized, will continue to be inventoried. The
Pur chasi ng Departnent will continue to maintain a list of high risk itens.

5. To maintain the fiscal integrity of Washoe County and provide for adequate cash flow, the annual budget of Washoe County will
i ncl ude budgeted endi ng fund bal ances of approximately 7-9% of appropriations for the General, Health, and Public Wrks
Construction Funds not including bond rel ated appropriations.

6. An Enterprise Fund or an Internal Service Fund will not exceed its overall appropriation authority in a manner that woul d
jeopardi ze the financial integrity of the fund.

7. The Conptroller's Ofice and the Finance Division shall coordinate any proposed changes, additions, or deletions of funds,
organi zations or divisions that are to be incorporated into the Chart of Accounts.

8. Any bond issue, bank financing or simlar borrow ng proposed for any entity governed by the Board of County Commi ssioners will
be coordi nated by the Finance Division. The Treasurer's Ofice and the Conptroller will be kept inforned with the Treasurer's

O fice doing the investing of the funds and the Conptroller's Ofice having responsibility for accounting and record keeping
associated with the bond i ssues and other financing nmechani sns.

9. Budgeted amounts within and between funds may be transferred by the Finance Division, if anpbunts do not exceed the origina
budget. The Fi nance Division nmust approve all appropriation transfers in witten formand advi se the Board by menmorandum

10. Increases in appropriations and revenue augnmentations (including new grants and | oans) will be reviewed by the Finance
Di vision and the Finance Division will provide a recomendation to the Board of County Comni ssioners for consideration at a public
hearing. Only the Board may increase or decrease overall County appropriations or accept a grant or grant supplenment.

In addition to Board of County Conmi ssioners' approval of the acceptance of any grant, all applications for a grant(s) nust be
approved by the Director of Finance or the governing/ managi ng Board. The party approving the application will advise the Board of
County Conmi ssi oners by nenorandum

a. Departnents must receive approval fromthe Director of Finance or the Board of County Conmnmi ssioners prior to making application
for supplenental grant awards.

b. O her governing/ managi ng Boards mneki ng application for supplenental grant awards nust notify the Board of County Comr ssioners
by way of an informational item

c. If a departnment is reasonably assured of receiving grant revenues, those revenues are to be included in the budget. Approval of
t he budget constitutes approval to submit grant applications.

11. The Conptroller is to be sent copies of all transactions or grants, |oans or appropriation changes. No action that affects
accounting controls will be conpleted without first infornmng the Conptroller so that an accurate and conpl ete accounting contro
is maintained, in a format prescri bed by the Conptroller

12. Functions included in the County Budget in funds other than in the General Fund that are fully funded wi th dedi cated resources
will carryover 100% of their fund bal ance. Funds other than the General Fund that are partially supported with General Fund
resources will receive an augnmentation of 100% of their undesignated fund balance |linited to the amount of their unencunbered
appropriation authority. Undesignated fund bal ance in excess of the unencunbered appropriation authority is subject to the



augnent ati on process.

13. Departnments will be allowed to carry over 100% of their unencunbered budget appropriation authority with the follow ng
gui del i nes:

An expenditure plan nmust be subnitted to the Finance Division by each departnment that has carryover resources and wants to have
the appropriation authority to expend the funds.

Carryover funds earmarked for renodel of existing or construction of new facilities nmust go through the Capital |nprovenent
Program process.

Carryover resources can be accurul ated for a period of years if an expenditure plan is filed with the Finance Division and
approved by the Board of County Conm ssioners. Unexpended prior year carryover funds can be expended in accordance with the
approved budget and expenditure plan and are not subject to the new carryover resource approval.

New carryover resources will be available to the departnents followi ng the presentation to the Board of County Conmm ssioners of
the annual audit report.

Finance wi Il prepare an agenda item conpiling the department expenditure plans for the Board to consider the proposed
expendi tures.

14. Departnent |evel strategic planning workshops will be held with the departnent heads during the budget process each year. The
strategi c planni ng workshops will help define the inportant issues facing the County in the com ng year

15. Each departnent's base budget will be calculated as follows: Services and Supply categories will be funded at the base |eve
pl us adj ustnents. Each budget unit will be adjusted for nmerit and cost of |iving changes and retirenent or health benefits cost
i ncreases. Base budgets will not include any anmount for capital outlay, however base budget dollars redirected for capita
acquisition remain part of the base budget.

16. Strategic planning workshops will be held with the Board starting in Novenber, prior to formal budget hearings, to facilitate
i ssue identification, prioritization and action planning. The Board will be asked to prioritize the issues at the concl usion of
t he workshops. Guidance will be sought fromthe Board as to how the County budget should be prepared with respect to new debt, tax

rates and rel ated natters.

17. Finance Division staff will work with the departnments regardi ng base budget adjustnents and will prepare a reconmended budget.
The recomrended budget will provide departnments with the infornmation to determine if an appeal is needed. The departnents may
appeal the recommended budget to the County Manager; after consideration and recommendati on fromthe County Manager, the
departnment may further appeal to the Board of County Conmi ssioners.

18. Based on Board gui dance and direction fromthe County Manager, the Finance Division will prepare a budget for the formal
budget hearing with the Comnr ssi oners.

19. At the conclusion of this hearing, Finance will prepare a final budget to be sent to the State. There may be another iteration
due to Legislative action.

20. Budgets are required for all funds except agency and non expendable trust funds that do not receive ad val orem or Suppl enenta
City/ County Relief taxes. Budgets are adopted on a basis consistent with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP). Al
unencunbered appropriations |apse at the end of the fiscal year. Valid outstandi ng encunbrances and contracts at the end of the
fiscal year are approved as budget augnmentations for the follow ng year when the Board of County Commi ssioners accepts and
approves the annual audit report.



Section |Il. Previously adopted financial policies and procedures in conflict with this resolution are hereby repealed. |If any
provi sions of this resolution are deenmed unconstitutional or is unenforceable that will not effect the balance of the provisions
of this resolution.

Section Il1l. This Resolution shall be effective on passage and approva

Section |V. The County Clerk is hereby directed to distribute copies of the Resolution to the Departnment of Taxation, the
Conmptroller and the Finance Division within 30 days.

96- 1053 AMENDMENT - LEMVON VALLEY PARK MASTER PLAN - LI GHT STRUCTURES - LEMVON VALLEY PARK

Upon recomrendation of Gene Sullivan, Director, Parks & Recreation Departnment, on notion by Comm ssioner Bond, seconded by
Conmmi ssi oner Shaw, which notion duly carried, Chairnman Bradhurst ordered that the Lemmon Valley Park Master Plan be anmended to
include lights on existing ballfields; and that the Parks Departnment be authorized to go to bid for the purchase of piers, poles,
and light fixtures for the lighting of up to 3 ballfields at Lemmon Val |l ey Park.

96- 1054 REMEDI ATI ON OF PCE - CONTAM NATI ON - CENTRAL TRUCKEE MEADOWS GROUNDWATER ACQUI FER - PLANNI NG

Chai rman Bradhurst reviewed background information regarding the remedi ati on of PCE contam nation in the central Truckee Meadows
and di scussed NRS 540A. 250 "Renedi ation of Quality of Water, Creation of a District for Renediation and Recovery of Expenses,"
expl aining that PCE levels in the Central Truckee Meadows have gone far beyond Sierra Pacific Power Conpany's five contani nated
wells; and that a Remediation Plan would help to identify the problemby drilling wells and investigating fl ow systens.

Leonard Crowe, Acting Flood Control Manager, Departnent of Conprehensive Pl anning, discussed information contained in a staff
report concerning various options regarding the renmedi ation of PCE in the Central Truckee Meadows groundwater aquifer and
distributed material to the Board concerni ng questions raised at yesterday's caucus. He stated that an existing problemis to
deterni ne what portion of the expense to provide treatnment to Sierra's wells is associated with renmedi ati on of the groundwater
which is the subject of renmediation district |egislation, and what portion is associated with drinking water; that w thout having
conpleted field and nodeling work with Canp, Dresser & McKee, they are not in a position of advising the Board that if they punp
their wells in this fashion, that this will prevent the PCE fromcontinuing to mgrate and inpact wells further east; that staff
is attenpting to advise the Board how to nove forward but at the sane time have changes nade to current legislation so that it is
nore applicable to this situation. M. Crowe further advised that staff is recommending Option 4 that would show the intent to
proceed ahead, address the problemas required by |law, deal with the issue of reinbursenment and bring sonme closure on equitable
nmeasures regarding the | evying of assessnents.

John Swensei d, Bond Counsel, discussed assessnent val uation explaining that the resolution would not pin them down to a nethod of
assessnent; that it would request the engineers to determne the fairest nmethod of assessing the areas; that one test for
deternmining the fairest nethod of assessment is to determ ne how much a property would benefit by having this work performed; and
that the engineers need to explore this before they can ascertain the best nethod for assessing the area.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that the theory that |and val ues woul d be depreciated would be a valid argunent to show that assessing
a tax is absurd; and that the nmarket value should be utilized. M. Swenseid stated that he would concur; that if market val ue
should indicate there is no benefit, then a benefit assessnent cannot be done.

Conmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that the benefit would have to be substantial; that if a honme is worth $100, 000 today and soneone
would be willing to pay that sum then that would prove that that actual sales would be the demandi ng figure.

M. Crowe stated that they have a seven-nonth period set aside for field work and contracts for drilling, a three-nonth period
following that for Canp, Dresser & McKee who currently are under contract to factor this information into their nodeling effort
and for devel opnment of a final Renediation Plan within a one-year tine frane; that this will give theman opportunity to make
necessary | egislative changes presumably in July, 1997; and that they do not want to proceed with the assessnments unti



| egi sl ati on has been changed.

Doug Coulter, District Health Departnent, reviewed a Bilateral Conpliance Agreenent between the Bureau of Health Protection
Services, Nevada State Health Division, Departnment of Human Resources and Sierra Pacific Power Conpany and answered questions of
the Board. He explained that the agreenent specifically relates to treating contam nated water in Sierra's wells and does not

i ncl ude seeking renedi ation solutions or to determ ne the cause of the problem M. Coulter explained that the District Health
Department is not responsible for determning who will pay for water treatnent; that their job is to bring water into conpliance
so that custonmers have water that is safe to drink; that this problemis not unique to the Truckee Meadows; that it is be being
handl ed in the sane manner by Health authorities who require treatnment of their public water supply wells and cl eanup dependi ng
upon the situation. M. Coulter stated that the Environnental Division of the Health Departnment has a program where busi nesses are
surveyed to determ ne what types of hazardous materials are being handled to ensure they are being handl ed correctly, and if they
receive reports or conplaints of hazardous spills or materials being handl ed i ncorrectly, then those incidents are investigated
and citations issued if necessary. In conclusion, M. Coulter stated that he does not believe there are ranpant sources of PCE
contami nation throughout the comunity.

Chai rman Bradhurst suggested that the District Health Departnment prepare a report which would serve to put everyone's nmind at ease
that would indicate that there is not a heavy polluter adding PCE's into the system

In response to Chairman Bradhurst's inquiry regarding the cost to nmove forward with a Renediation Plan, M. Crowe stated that the
budget estimate from Canp, Dresser & McKee presented with their final work plan and approved by the State, approxi mated $813, 000;

that $500,000 of that is associated with drilling and water chemistry; that if the work were to be done by County staff, it would

require realigning work crews to perform 2600 hours of field work to include well sanpling, water |evel measurenents and surveying
work; and that the County's estimate would be $630,000 with the presunption that they would hire a certified Environmenta

Engi neer to oversee the work and bring in on call County staff fromthe Utility Division and the Water Planning Division to assi st
in the field work.

Jerry MKnight, Budget Coordi nator, stated that the County has investigated various funding mechani sns, but |acking specific
direction concerning this issue, they have not pursued anything at this tine.

Fol | owi ng di scussion, on notion by Conmi ssioner Shaw, seconded by Commi ssioner Sins, which notion duly carried, Chairnman Bradhurst
ordered that the follow ng option concerning renediati on of PCE contami nation in the Central Truckee Meadows groundwater aquifer
be adopt ed:

OPTI ON 4

Pass a resolution comtting to the creation of a Renmedi ation District, Propose District Boundaries, and Rei mbursenent of District
Revenues.

Direct that a Prelinmnary Resolution be drafted authorizing staff to prepare prelim nary plans and an assessnment plat for a
speci al assessnent district to renediate the PCE contam nation within the Central Truckee Meadows groundwater basin.

Thi s resol uti on woul d:

Propose two district boundaries - District 1 would include SPPCo's retail/whol esale service area and other areas that woul d
benefit froma drinking water supply perspective (H dden Valley/ Doubl e Di anond Ranch). This district would enconpass the indirect
beneficiaries of renediation. District 2 would be determ ned upon conpl etion of the renediation plan and would be the area of
known or suspected PCE contam nation which are the direct beneficiaries of renediation

Identify the need for two |levels of assessnent - District 1 assessments woul d be based upon the water usage by parcel. District 2
assessnments woul d be based upon parcel acreage/inprovenent footage. The amobunt to be assessed within each district and the nethod
of assessnent woul d be further evaluated and determ ned upon conpletion of the renediation district plan



Commit to reinbursing NDEP, Washoe County, and SPPCo from future remedi ation district revenues for advancenents of noneys and
work, directly attributable to the renmedi ation effort contenpl ated under NRS 540A.

In passing the resolution the Board woul d al so address | egislative changes needed to facilitate the renmedi ati on district process:
al l owi ng changes in district boundaries and assessnments over time; allow ng district revenues to be used for operation and
mai nt enance costs; sinplifying the process for assessing/levying properties; and "legalizing" the steps taken to date.

The Board woul d fund the nmoney needed to conplete the renediation plan as outlined in Option 1

Conmmi ssioner Sinms stressed that the Board is conmitted to resolving this problemin the nost cost effective manner to the
t axpayers and as soon as possi bl e; Conm ssioner Muliot requested notification of any future neetings concerning this issue.

Chai rman Bradhurst requested clarification to ascertain whether or not funds authorized to Canp, Dresser & McKee woul d be
sufficient to conplete the nodeling work.

96- 1055 AMENDMENT - WASHOE COUNTY COVPREHENSI VE PLAN - TRUCKEE CANYON AREA

Steve Wal ker, Water Managenent Pl anner, answered questions of the Board concerning an Anendnent to the Truckee Canyon Area Pl an
addressing water quality standards for devel opnent adjacent to the Truckee River.

Susan Lynn, representing the Truckee River Advisory Board, stated that devel oping anendnents to the plan will set policies to aid
in protecting water quality and control devel opnent in the East Truckee River Canyon.

Fol | owi ng di scussi on, upon recommendati on of Shaun Carey, Chairnan Regi onal Water Pl anning Comr ssion, on notion by Comr ssioner

Shaw, seconded by Commi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried, Chairman Bradhurst ordered that an amendnent to the Washoe County
Conprehensive Plan (Truckee Canyon Area Plan) to address water quality related standards for devel opnment adjacent to the Truckee

Ri ver, be approved.

It was further ordered that staff be authorized to seek the advice of a "Review Panel" to include one representative fromthe

Regi onal Water Pl anning Comr ssion, the Truckee River Advisory Board, the Econom c Devel opnent Agency of Western Nevada and/or
